The most diaa&trouB wind and rain 
torm in this section siuoe tbo memora 
jle visitation of tho summer of 1898, 
when tbe pavilion at Hampton Beaob 
waa demolished on July Fourth and 
everal of its occupants were killed, 
truck Portsmouth and vicinity 
ou 


Thursday afternoon. 
It lasted only 


about ten minutes, bul its fury was ter 
ific, and in that brief time it dealt 
deatb to two persons, injured a number 
of others more or less seriously, did 
considerable damage to property and 
thoroughly aflinghted the population 
of this city and Kittery. It was at the 
navy yard that the storm concentrated 
ts wrath with most terrible effect. 
There it seized a largo shed 'under 
which bulweon two and throe score peo 
pie had sought refuge from the down 
pour of rain t>nd the hissing gale, raised 
t bodily from the ground and theu 
hurled it, a muss of twisted and tangled 
jeains and timbers, down upon the cow 
tiring men, women and children who 
did not have opportunity to escape it. 
One woman, within almost touching 
distance of her husband and little son, 
liad her life crushed out by a huge 
timber that fell across her chest. No 
others were killed with this awful sud 
denness, but a stone cutter, who had 
but just discarded his tools to watch 
'ho play of the elements, was so cruellj 
battered by the clattering debris that 
fell all around, that he died eoon after 
ward. The hubbub of wind and rain 
in this city had scarcely ceasad and the 
people here wore welcoming a golden 
break of tbe clouds in the west as a 
sign that the storm was over, when 
word of (he disaster across tbe river 
reached town. It came first in fragmon 
t&ry rumors, representing as many as 
thirty and forty fatalities, then gradual 
ly dwindling to more conservative and 
truthful intelligence. The news caused 
great excitement, and at once a crowd 
of people hurried off across the ferry 
for tbe scene of the catastrophe. Here 
in town the cyclone had not injured 
single individual or resnlted in any 
property damage of consequence. Be 
yond tearing a few store signs and awn 
ings from tbeir fastenings, it confinec 
itself mostly to plastering show win 
dows on Congress and Market streets 
with mud, sending startled persons 
scampering for cover, and kicking i,p 
euch a thick dust that for two or thre< 
minutes it was quite impossible to sec 
half way acroan Congress street, at an 
point on the thoroughfare. 


The storm came dead from the west 


It looked threatening from tbe firs 
cloud that it sent toward the city, lik 
a dusby bio wed skirmisher. 
It bar 


its forces well in hand in about twenty 
minutes, nnd then it c&mo cbargin 
down, a cyclone such as Portsmouth i 
used to reading about m connection 


with Kansas, but bad never be-fore met 
at close quarters. Ho far as can be 
learned, the storm affected a radius of 
about fourteen iniloa, east and west of 
tho city. It put forth its supreme ef 
fort, of destruction and death at Ben 
vay's island, within the coufines of the 
overnmout navy yard, and how well it 
uocoeded there is told bolow. 


Tbo Cyclone's Deadliest Work. 
Tbe navy yard appeared to get tbe 
ull force of the storm, for it was here 
nit tbe two winds appeared to meet, 
ud everything went into tbe air. 
Tbe big stnuo shed erected 
last 


pring for the protection of tbe half 
mndred or more stone cutters was lift i 
d bodily in tuo air iiud dropped down 
u a shapeless mass of ruins, burying 
cuealh the ciubrid a dozen or more 
tone cutters, who were uuabio to get 
ut. 
A party of sightseers, comprising 
luuioian Howard Meuley of tbe Naval 
'Slid, wife ami child, and Martin Damm, 
lao of the Naval baud, and his mother 
ud sister, bad taken refuge from the 
torm in tbe stone shed. 
When the 


oof lifted they tried to escape, but 
were caught in the falling timbers and 
>uried from sight. Tbo big travelling 
rane came down on top of them and 
dded its weight. 
An alarm was quickly given, whistles 


>lown and bella rung. People quickly 
esponded, and tbe work of rescuing 
be imprisoned was rapidly pushed. A 
quad of marines, under Col. Berryman, 
arrived with saws and axes and did 
great service. 


The first to be taken out were Mrs. 


)amin and Miss JDamm. They were 
>adly bruised and were promptly taken 
10 tho Naval hospital for treatment, 
liittle Harry Moaley could be beard cry 
Lig piteonely beneath the mass of ticu 
bors, and as the rescuers drew nearer 
hey could hear the voice of tbo father 
uttering soothing words to the boy. 
This stirred the rescuers to renewed ac 
ivity and the heavy timbers were cut 
away like chaff. The father was first 
reached, but refused to be taken out 
until his boy was rescued. Both were 
soon drawn to safety and passed over <o 
willing bauds. 
Tbe boy was taken to 


tbe hospital, but tbe father remained to 
see the body of his wife taken out 
The woman was pinned down by a 
heavy timber across tbe chest nnd life 
was extinct. The body was taken on a 
stretcher to the Naval hospital. 


At the other end of tbe rnitis another 


crowd was laboring manfully with axes 
and saws and soon came across Joel 
Pearson, a stone cutter. 
Both bis legs 


were crushed and he appeared to be 
suffering from terrible internal injuries 
The mnn was taken to tbe Naval hon 
pital, where bn Inter died. Joseph Rol 
inson, (mother stone cutter, had bia an 
kle broken in two places. He also was 
taken to the hospital for treatment

Engineer Joe Marohaut of the bip 


traveling crane that handles tbe large 
blocks of granite bad one of tbo most 
miraculous of escapes. He was perched 
np on bigb, about fifty foot from tbe 
ground with bis hand on the lever of 
the engine, when he saw the wind com 
ing. It lifted tbe roof of tho big atone 
shed in bis direction and in a ttviuk 
ling bo was on tbe ground, buried in a 
mass of ruins. 
Luckily he escaped 


without injury. 


Tbe granite sbed was 150 feet long 
ud about sixty wide. When the wind 
truck it,, tbe air was filled with an iu 
aesoribable mass of., whirling, darting 
wreckage.

In a surprisingly brief time a crowd 


)f two or three hundred meu had gatb 
red at tbe spot. There was cot a 
birker in the lot.

1 be Naval hospital corps was early 
u the scene and rendered valuable aid. 
Hospital Steward D. Y. Walts, with 
lospital Apprentices E. A. Burte, H.

Master Shipwright Augustus Steven 


son was blown from bis wheel, at the 
height of the storm, and was painfully 
hurt.

A large derrick down in tho middle of 


the now dry dock was completely over 
turned by tho force of the wind, and 
one of the Italians working there was 
quite badly injured. 


The work of searching the ruins waft 


kept up thoroughly until seven or 
eight o'clock in tbe evening, wh»n it 
was positively established that no more 
bodies remained in tho wreckage. 


Tho floating dry dock, which has 


weathered many a Btiflf gale, gave the 
yard oflloera a bail Bcaro. The 
WM drawn oat on Thursday morning 


and the tug Nezinscott and ferry 132 
wore taken out, The dock was being 
pumped out when the gale struck. 
The moorings on the Battery side palled 
loose from the wooden dolphins and 
allowed the dock to sweep against the 
stone dolphins on the opposite side. 
Two of them were swept away and the 
dock swung around down stream about 
fifty feet, endangering the U. S. S. 
Vixen and tbe tug Sionx. 


Prompt work on the part of Captain 


Harrington and Naval Constructor Taw 
resey saved further damage. The tug 
Nezinscott got out a line and soon bad 
the dock back in the basin and securely 
moored. 
Tents Blown Over At Green Acre. 


At Green Acre, the storm was experi- 


enced at its fall force, and for ten or 
fifteen minutes there was tbe liveliest 
sort of a time. Some of the guests at 
the luu were quite badly frightened, 
but their feelings wore nothing com- 
pared with those of tho tenters-out on 
tbe bank of tbe Piscataqua. They ro- 
troated to the shelter of the hotel and 
from it saw tbeir canvas homes turned 
inside out and scattered far and wide, 
la all, twenty three tents were over 
turned. The big circular tent, in which 
tbo entertainments take place, was not 
exposed to tbe hurricane, as it bad been 
taken down at the first sign of the com- 
ing blow. 
So furiouH was tbe wind 


that evun refrigerators in the tents were 
hustled for ten or twenty foot over tbe 
ground.

Lawn Party Prevented. 


The lawn party of Fannie A, Gaxdi 


ner Bebekah lodge did not take place 
at the grounds of the Haven mansion, 
Islington street, on Thursday afternoon, 
and evening. The storm eame just as 
all had been fixed for the affair and na 
cessitated a grand hustle to pat the 
Japanese lanterns and other things na 
der cover. Almost a trolley oar load of 
fine flowers, used in the decorations, 
could not be removed in time and were 
spoiled by the wind and rain. 


Wentworth Got Off Lightly. 


The Wentworth house got oft very 


lightly. There wus one vigorous goat 
which rushed into the main office en- 
trance and threatened havoo to the 
superb potted palms that grace the cor- 
ridor; but Manager Hill and the office 
attendants promptly swung the doors 
shut, before any damage was done, and 
that was about all tbe guests experienced 
of tbe great blow. Borne of the peopl> 
in tho hotel took field glasses and wi 
much interest watched tJiu maneuv 
of a sloop yacht oil the New Ci 
shore. Tbe crew out away every 
above deck and tbe boat rode ou 
gale iu safety. 


Groundless Humor. 


Tho rumor gained considerable circu 


lation, mirly in tho evening, that u yacht 
(rom Houio other port bod capsized down 
in tbe lower harbor, and that several 
people who were ou board bad boon 
drowned. 
Investigation by tho news 


;atherera failed to produce any proof of 
bin. Neither at New Castle nor Kittery 
.'oint was anything known about such a 
disaster. 


Scene On. Congress Street. 


Congress street was thronged with its 


usual nud-afternoon quota of shoppers 
when the storm broke, and score? of 
teams lined tbe roadway. So audduu 
waa tbo onset of tho cyclone that many 
people were caught in it before they 
could get into a doorway, out of its 
swoop. For about live minutes tho 
soeijo was very interesting. Countless 
:luet spirals joined together iu onu 
grout volume, which whirled as bigb OH 
fourth story windows nnd entirely ob 
soured the vision of those who wore iu 
it and choked their mouths, noses and 
ears. It was tbe closest approach to •> 
simoon that Portsmouth Las over had. 
Several team horses became bewildered 
and wandered off into the dust, being 
temporarily lost to their owners, but 
none ran away. From one farmer's 
wagon, near the corner of Fleet street, 
everything was blown out, including 
several meal bugs, robe and whip. 
He 


picked them op later, olear across the 
streetv, A wagon standing on Fleet 
street, near McCuo'8 stable, was driven 
by the wind around tho corner iu to 
Congress street. All these things at

that another vast industrial combina- 
tion. one of the greatest that lias over 
been planned, is evidently under way, 
and two prominent PittsburgerR are 
taking a loading part in the consum- 
mation of tho project that has for its 
object the placing in the power of one 
corporation (lie control of the world's 
supply ot window glass.

Tin- superintendents are alleged to be 
noting on an understanding to create 
dissensions and disshtisl'.'iction so as to 
provoke the petty strikes that are oo- 
currimr. The Mine Workers' officials 
point out that two or more of the mines 
of each of the big companies are now 
idle by reason of these strikes.

doesn't hang upon clam chowder, its use 
aud abuse, because it is only we -who are 
so blessed as to be along the coast who 
have nt hand the fresh material from 
which the chowder is made. 


I would make no complaint were it 


not for the fact that there is nothing bet- 
ter than a plate of. clam chowder when it 
it is properly made, and there is nothing 
worse when it is not made right. More 
than that, any old cook thinks he or she 
can make clam chowder, whereas they 
haven't the slightest notion as to what 
clam chowder ought to be. 


"Don't smile, my gay young friend, for 


here is where I've got you. 
I'm not 


yearning- for the kind of chowder that 
mother used to make, for mother, God 
bless, her, never knew any more about 
clam chowder than the rust of them. 


For that matter—and I have no de- 


sire to traduce the fair sex or get into ! 
trouble with them—no woman can make | 
clam chowder. Why? 
How should I | 


know? Don't ask me to explain the in- 
serntablo ways of Providence. I can only 
state- the fact as I have found it. 


"No, sir; the right kind of clam chow- 


der can only be made by a man, and ev- 
ery good chowder cook that I have ever 
seen has been round shouldered. Oh, I 
thought you'd laugh! We old folks who 
have brought up children know perfect- 
ly well that they lau^h and cry without 
any apparent reason. 


"A bit odd? Of course it is. But I 


have seen square shouldered men and 
round shouldered men in chowder mail- 
ing contests—not here, but down east— 
and the round shouldered men always 
won.

Ho Objection to Howi»on—Schiey'* 


Signalman an Important Witness. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 0, 
1901. 


Unless Admiral Sohlej officially object* 
to Bear Admiral Howison as » member 
of the Sohley court of inquiry, he will 
serve in that capacity, and the navy de- 
partment does not expect such an ob- 
jection fronfAflmiral Sohley. 


Admiral Schley approved tbe select- 


ion of Admiral Howison in advance by 
saying that he bad no objection to tbe 
appointment of any of a list of retired 
rear admirals containing Admiral Howi- 
son's name. The department does not 
credit tbe report from Boston that Ad- 
miral Howisoa while commanding tbe 
Boston navy yard expressed himself 
strongly as in favor of Admiral Sampson 
and against Admiral Schley. 


Admiral Howison, it is stated, ex 


pressly declared that he had not ex- 
pressed an opinion one way or the other 
when he was asked by the navy depart 
ment regarding the matter before be 
was appointed, and it is, therefore, be 
lieved that there must be some mistake 
about the Boston report. At all events, 
the navy department will take no notice 
of the report unless it is brought offici- 
ally to its attention. 


The navy department has been ad- 


vised by Bear Adoiirol Bemey that, ia 
accordance with tbe instructions of the 
department, he had detached Ensign 
Willi*m B. Wells from the gunboat 
Frolic and Boatswain Dennis J. O'Oon- 
nell from the Cavite station, and or- 
dered them to report to the bureau of 
navigation. 


These two officers served ou board 


the Brooklyn throughout the war with 
Spain. Ensign Wells, then a midship- 
man, was on duty in the engineer's di 
vision, and Boatswain O'Connell, then 
a chief quartermaster, was in cbarge of 
>he signal men. 


O'Coanell will thus be able to give 


estimony as to the signals which were 
loisted by Admiral Schley not only in 
the battle, but throughout the cam- 
paign.

the Americans. The lirst time 1 went to 
New Oilenns and heard the colored roust- 
abouts and stevedores on the wharfs and 
the nurses with their white charges on 
the street jabbering away in French I 
could scarcely realize that the Louisiana 
darky was of the same nation as his Ken- 
tucky confrere, although quite as apt as 
not the parents of the French speaking 
roustabouts in Xew Orleans had been 
born iu Kentucky and sold south. 


"At that time I urs.t heard the joke 


that was current along the Ohio and Mis- 
sis^ippt about the German immigrant 
who had got a job as a deckhand on a 


lis lingers; see how he puffs the smoke 
out of his mouth, what he does with the 
ash, 
if he consumes the- cigarette to a 


mere stump or throws it away half fin- 
ished, and, sure as fate, you will read his 
Character like a book. Cigarette, I said, 
for a cigarette and a cigar in. a lesser 
legree are much better character reveal- 
ers than a pipe. A man sticks a pipt in- 
to the side of his mouth and puffs away, 
ami there's an end of it. You discover 
next to nothing unless indeed he happens 
to puff very violently, wliicS is a certain 
indication of a nervous, irritable temper. 
From the filling of a pipe, to be sure, 
many luminous little hints may be gath- 
ered. 
You see a man stuff his bowl
